conditions exist at the York county jail, 
according to Dr. Ellen G. Potter, secretary of the State welfare d epart­ 
ment, 
in a statem ent made by her 
and

American this morning. Dr. 
P otter has just completed an investi­ 
gation 
of the recent uprisings 
t h e r e of prisoners transferred from the 
E astern Penitentiary. 
Dr. Pottei minces in words in denouncing the officials 
responsible 
for the conditions. 
She plainly states that 
reports 
received 
indicate 
while the building itself is .suitable for its purpose 
and not unduly over 
crowded, maladm inistration has resulted in 
producing the 
conditions 
complained of. 
In a letter to J. B. Gross, sheriff 
of York county, the head of the wel­ 
fare departm ent calls his attention 
to the need of improved methods of 
adm inistration “ in the interests of 
common hum anity.”

One possible way in which the Ad­ 
am s County Home, on the H arrisburg 
road, might be protected from a spread

stitution in case fire broke out there 
would be for the local fire company 
to pump w ater from Hock Creek to 
the Home. 
In order to test out the possibili­ 
t y of this plan, Chief Aumen order­ 
ed the company out a t 6:15 o'clock on 
the evening of Friday, Septem ber 21, 
when the new Brockway engine will 
take it> stand at Rock Creek and, 
sucking w ater from that stream , will 
pump it through a hose along the H ar­ 
risburg road for a distance of ORO 
feet. 
This ho«e in turn will be con ne ct es I 
to the Boyd engine which will act as 
a relay.

Goddin was asked if the facts in the 
letter, which was not read, were true, 
and she said, “Yes.” 
Sheriff J. R. Hicks, Jr., testified 
th a t flu* two letters Pad been turned 
over to him by J. P. Durkee, Ku Klux 
Klan organizer, and that he gave 
t h ' rn to the solicitor. 
The sheriff said he never obtained 
any information from 
Doctor 
Y ar­ 
brough in connection w ith liquor raids 
in the Belvue section of the city. 
W illiam G. Q uarterbaum said that 
in a conversation with Doctor Y ar­ 
brough the doctor sa el bad conditions 
were due to officers not doing their 
duty. 
He said the talk had turned to 
conditions in the neighborhood, where, 
he declared, much liquor w as report­ 
ed to have been sold.
